Terminal ‘officials have agreed to sep- 
arate the grades by constructing via- 
ducts which will conform to the paving 
and width of the intersecting streets at 
crossing points, as directed by the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly, providing the city will 
assume the consequential damages.

She knew he was an employe of the 
office and made no objection. 

She declared Williams began the con- 
versation by complimenting her, that he 
asked her the salary she was getting 
and appeared otherwise curious about 
her affairs. She answered him civilly, 
she said, until he tried to throw his 
arms about her. Then she sprang up, 
climbed over a counter four feet high 
and ran into the corridor, screaming for 
help. 

When she went home that evening 
she told her story to her father, who 
procured a warrant for Williams. 
The affair made a stir about the 
Bast Side city hall Wednesday, but 
was kept from outsiders. 

Williams is a married man, 40 
years old. He has long been known 
in East St, Louis as a Republican 
politician and a lieutenant of Con- 
gressman Rodenberg.

Three policemen have been detailed 


to watch, day and night, the home of 
Richard A. Hudlin, 4008 Cook avenue, a 


negro reporter on a morning newspa- 


per, following an attempt made Thurs- 
day night to burn down his barn. 

It is believed the attempt was made 
by white persons who have’ rrotested 
against the invasion of tlq lock by 
negroes. The protest once before re- 
sulted in a brick being thrown through 
the glass of the front door’at Hudlin’s 
home. 

The negroes demanded police protec- 
tion and a patrolman was assigned to 
the block. A night watchman also was 
hired by the negroes... This watchman, 
R. W. Watson, also a negro, says he 
saw a white man running away from 
the Hudlin barn about the time the 
blaze started. 

The incendiary used a rag soaked fn 
kerosene for a torch. Watson's prompt 
discovery of the fire prevented a ser- 
ious loss—$5 probably will cover the 
actual damage. 

Mrs. F. Hehmann, 4022 Cook avenue, 
voiced the opposition the white resi- 
cents of the neighborhood to the com- 
ing of the negroes. Their advent, she 
declared, has virtually wrecked the 
property value of her residence, a 
three-story stone-trimmed brick. Some 
time ago, she said, she decided to Sell 
the place because her daughter is ill 
in Colorado. Many who have come io 
look at it and have found it accepta- 
ble in every other respect have refused 
to buy it when they learned there were 
negroes in the block.
